If our reasoning be true, then two. 
pregnant results remain from the war— 
the destruction of the autonomy of the 
States; and the predominance of de- 
mocracy in our political system. These 
two consequences are necessarily linked 
together. The one could not occur 
without the other. The autonomy of 
the States,is the right of 
ment in each. The assertion by Federal | 
ower of the authority to coerce unwil- 
fing States into an Union, that was at 
first voluntary, and intended to remain: 
so (if we are to credit the express utter- 
ances of the founders ‘of the Federal 
system), was itself a denial of this 
autonomy to the States—and its exercise 
was the practical extinction of this right 
of self-government. True, the conclusion 
was not admitted at the outset by those 
who urged coercion. Perhaps it was 
not seeun—at least the right was an- 
nounced in timid and evasive language. 
To repossess forts, arsenals, barbors, 
and collect duties, was the manifesto at 
first promulgated. In such illogical 
and feeble propvusitions was the scheme 
for war on the seceeding Soutao first 
broached to the popular ear of the 
North.’ In this was exhibited a conci- 
ousness, that what was contemplated 
and about being undertaken was against 
American law and precedent—and not 
yet comprehended by the American 
mind. But as the fury of war gradualy 
distempered popular thought—as armies 
were gathered wherein thesoldier ceased 
to be a free citizen and became a military 
slave—and as the passions aroused by 


thought only of success in the field, 
careless as to the means by which it was 
accoimplished—this moment of public 
phrenzy was seized—(when the citizen 


cising that “ eternal vigilance " which is 
the price of liberty), to propound and 
‘have accepted by the popular mind the 
doctrine that blotted out the autonomy 
of the States, ranging them around 
Federal power only as municipal divi- 
sions of one integral nation, conceding 
to them in principle no more dignity and 
authority than may be enjoyed by the 
counties of a State—the attendant sat- 
telites of one absorbing central power. 


Can this be truthfully denied? Is 


now that the war has ceased? Where 
will be found ee practical recantation 
of this heresy? Is there any disposition 
maniested to resurrect from its bloody 
grave this autonomy? On the contrary 
it is now more re claimed than 
ever, that Federal power must give law 
to the States in reference to their inter- 
nal and domestic affairs, and that the 
legislation of the States shall only be 
such as Federal authority nex permit. 
A central magistracy now speaks to the 
States as to municipalities. It happens 
that ten States are now the only practical 
victims of this theory. But this will 
not always be Other victims will 
multiply in time, and perhaps the ten 
ostracised States may at some day, not 
far distant in. the future, aid the im- 
perial autocracy to press to the lips of 
others the cup of bitterness, which they 
now drain. One by one will disappear

to reach that despotism, which has been 
in history inevitable. This predomi- 
nance of the demos pnukites (the 
name by which the caustic Aristophanes 
scourged this pest of all republics) will 
by virtue of its own necessities, if no 
other hindrance interposed, prevent the 
restoration of self-government to the 
Stetes. For such a consumation would 
be its own death-warrant. Without the 
reinstatement into our system of State 
automny, the only solid foundation, on 
which our fathers based their hopes of 
either a legal or stable liberty, has 
disappeared from the structure of Amer- 
ican freedom. Therefore the fabric 
must fall. In a Republic there must be | 
a practical check on the will of mere 
numerical majorities. Written constitu- 
tions are utterly inefficient for this end. 
In our system “State rights’’ were in- 
tended to supply this practical restraint 
}on behalf of minorities, his principle 
likewise resulted in having expressed in 
the Government the will of the greatest 
number. Thus in two directions -it 
operated conservately, and at the same 
time preserved the largest amount of 
popular liberty. This clement has been 
exscinded by force from our body politic, 
and the Republic is now at the mercy of 
& capricious majority, however small. 
No Republic ever long survived this 
condition. Ours with a population, 
homogeneous, certainly cannot. | 
If, however, a rational hope could be 
entertained, that democracy might be 
repressed and the republican forces 
acquire vigor and ascendancy in the 
State, this breach in the wall might be 
repaired. But can this hope be 
cherished 2. On what grounds can it be 
expected, that we shall in this regard be 
rescued from the hard fortunes that have 
overwhelmed all republics which have 
preceeded us? Certainly it would be a 
most unphilosophical egotism to suppose 
that there are in our people special 
virtues, which will exempt them from this. 
historic fate, and that.they in contradis- 
tinction to all others in like situation can 
redeem themselves from their own fall— 
re-entering by their own werit their lost 
political paradise. They failed to pre- 
serve the vestal fires lighted on revolu- 
tionary altars and allowed them to 
expire in cold-dead ashes. Whence will 
they recall a Promethean spark with 
which again to renew the sacred fiame? 
Is it probable that the prospective im- 
migrations from Europe, which must 
our in ceaseless thousands on our shores, 
will be better instructed in constitutional 
liberty, than were those that preceeded 
them, or than our own native genera- 
tions? Hardly is it to be expected. 


Already this democratic element has 
romulgated the doctrine, that the 
lessees and Judicial departments 
must be in accord with the legislative— 
that whatever the legislative will may 
be, of right ought to be the will of the 
Executive and the judgement of the 
Court. This conformity is to be pro- 
cured at all hazards, by means fair or 
foul. This is on the boldly avowed 
ground, that the legislative department 
is the people, alone authorized to speak 
for them, and its determinations are to 
be the suprema lex, which is to be de- 
clared from time to time according to 
the tone and temper of momentary 
majorities, At this rate how long will 
it be, before we have an Athenian dikas- 
tery to adjudicate the rights of property, 
liberty and life? The advance of this 
radical force in its licentious career will 
be found by any reflective mind to have 
been already fearfully rapid. Its pace 
will continue to be accelerated, and it 
requires no prophetic vision to see that 
it will reach the destined goal more 
promptly with us, than ever before in 
the history of the world, if we except 
¥rance. All the outward forms of the 
Republic will doubtless be maintained 
for a long time, just as the Consuls and 
Senate survived in external pomp the 
death of Roman liberty, and flouted be- 
fore the multitude in impotent splendor 
beneath the rule of Imperial Czsars, 
those badges of a power, that once gave 
law to subject empires—the former 
reduced to the. grade of a petty magis- 
trate—the latter enjoying in faet on! 
titular dignity. Such will be the fate 
of our republican forms, long surviving 
| their departed vigor, and only used by 
whatever sey teen may be in the 
ascendant as the veil of the phrophet of 
Khorassen to conceal from the public 
eye its horrid deformity, and reconcile 
popular pride and restiveness to what- 
ever usurpation we! be deemed expedi- 
ent. Already the Pretorian influence is 
great in the commonwealth, and the 
question is now asked with terrible fre- 
quency, when discussing political con- 
i ncies, “how will the army go 2"? 
The whole Republic looks wonderfuly 
like a martial camp, and the Jannisary 
bears about him the impress of concious 
power. All the ruin here sagt will 
not come at once upon the Jand. Neither 
great principles, nor marked phases of 
national life pass away suddenly, like the 
shifting scenes of the staze. American 
liberty was too gigantic in its propor- 
tions—too vigorous in its energies to 
crumble at once like a mummy when 
unfolded to the air. Many a gallant 
blow will in all probability be striken to 
avert the coming fate. Many a Hector 
will throw his shield before the doomed 
Troy, and fight manfully on her walls, 
but the furious Achilles of democracy 
will at last be present to strike down the 
defending hero. Conciousness of the 
approaching result will not induce a 
backward step. The man at arms with 
his iron crown is visible advancing to 
cut with his sword the gordian knot of

and the minister happens to be fortunate, 
and the hymn comes right home, and 
circumstances concur, and the electric 
influences are favorable, and the meet- 
ing is a joyous one, and he won't go 
home until twelye o'clock. He has sung 
twenty hymns; and+he ‘does feel as 
though he could keep himself on the 
ground, “ A little more, Lord,” he says, 
‘and TE shall fly away.” 

Now, I want to see if to-morrow he 
will go fo that neighbor, and say, “look 
here my dear fellow, we are wrong—at 
any rate am, whether you are or not. 
I have been ugly. Forgive me. I had 
such a good time last night, that I must 
clean my heart. My pride must come 
down, and I must be reconciled'to you.” 

He did have a good time, and that is 
the sign that the feeling which he ex- 
pressed was genuine. That he roared 
his hymns joyfully was no sign of it; 
that he had an ecstacy of prayer was no 
sign of it; but, having that elevation 
he changed it toa moral purpose; that 
out of that feeling he wrought garments 
of duty; that out-of that experience he 
came back te his fellow-men more sym- 
pathetic, more gentle, more humble, 
more Christlike—-ah! that was a sign 
that the feeling was a genuine one. 
Otherwise it would have peen simply a 
sign of self-indulgence, = 

A mar that takes his excess of moral, 
social, and religious excitement, to raise 
the tone of his moral and emotive feel- 
ings, is just as dissipated as if he raised 
the tone of his ee feelings by 
physical stimulants.. 1 am not institut- 
ing a comparison as to which is the bet- 
ter and which is the worse. I merely 


‘say that one is intemperance just as 


much as the other, though one is grosser 
than the other, and is more disastrous in 
undoing the very structure of the body 
itself. And men ought to be made to 
understand that there is such a thing 
as moral intoxication, and thata man 
takes a religious feeling, and that he 
can—what shall I say ?—imbibe and 
imbibe, and for no other reason than be- 
cause it feels so good. It isa self-in- 
dulgence. It is a luxury—a higher 
luxury, to be sure. And he imbibes, 
and imbibes, and is more joyful. He is 
not a better man, but he is a much 
happier man. And he imbibes, and im- 
bibes, until by and by he swigs, and 
swigs, and swigs; and the man is be- 
sotted. I have seem men that were 
literally debauched at the top of their 
brain,and who had gone into a systematic 
self-indulgence. They never were 
happy except under circumstances where 
they had had this peculiar form of en- 
joying themselves. 

If I found’ that the whole form of this 
enjoyment was a mighty spring that was 
pressing them toward self-denial for the 
sake of their fellow-men; if I found 
that it was scouring their morals white 
as snow; if I found that it was multiply- 
ing the avenues of their usefulness ; if 
I found that they were gentle and meek 
in following Christ, then I should say 
that there was no debauch there, that 
there was no moral intemperance there. 
Feeling which, beginning as feeling, has 
transmuted itself into life and conduct, 
and become wholesome—that is genuine 
piety ; that is true Christian character ; 
but the mere feeling without the trang- 
mutation is nothing of the kind, and j¢ 
is not desirable. ie it is not going to 
be transmuted into anything but emo. | 
‘tion, it is not Only an undesirable thing ; 
it is a dangerous thing. |

He does not feel half so 
much indignation, but he drops his tools 
and claps on his paper cap and rushes 
out into the street, and knocks that 
bully, and sends. him sprawling te the 
ground ; and when three or four of the 
bully’s companions come out to help 
him, the apprentice squares up to them, 
and appalls the whole of them, and he 
rescues that boy. _I should like to know 
which of these two men felt indignation 
best and most salutary. One felt it in 
his heart, and the other felt it in his fist 
In one it took on the form of helpless

a lazy man. And so he sat and reeked 
with indignation. The other man trans- 
muted his indignation iato a fire which 
carried him out and made him the cham- 
pion and protector of the weak and the 
punisher of the oppressor. I say that 
the last feeling was the hearty feeling— 
the feeling that took on the form of ac- 
tion instantly.— Beecher.

Mixing up of Families. 


The Utah correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial writes: . 

There are several cases of a man 
marrying both mother and daughter, and 
the marriage of two or three sisters by 
one man is quite» common. lobert 
Sharkey, a merchant of this city, mar- 
ried three sisters, one of whom was 
divorced from her first husband to marry 
him. They all lived in one house and 
quite happily, it is said, for several 
years, when in some strange manner 
they all became convinced that polygamy 
was wrong. One of the sisters started 
east, but soon returned and endeavored 
to make some arrangement for him to 
put away the other two. There were 
difficulties in the way, and Sharkey’s 
trouble was so great on the subject that 
his mind became disordered, and last 
August he committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself through the head. The 
widowed sisters still live together, and 
are determined opponents of polygamy. 
Two of Brigham Young’s favorite wives, 


are sisters, the second having been the 
widow of Dr. Isaac Seely, of Nauvoo. 
Lilinois. The Mormon advise 
® man to marry sisters whenever it can 
be done, as .they usually. agree better 
than others. _One family within my 
knowledgé consists of two men and four 
women, the men’s:first wives being sis- 
and their second wives each a 
sister of the otherfman, all living in one 
house. Or to state it mathematically, 
A and B first marry sisters, then A 
marries B’s sister and B A’s sister. 
Here is no marriage of blood relations, 
and yet it looks like a terrible mixture 
somewhere. The question arises for 
lawyers: suppose each of the women to 
have children, what akin are they re- 
spectively? And which of them could 
lawfully marry according to Levitieus 
and Chancellor .Kent? .If polygamy 
continues, these mixtures are nothing 
to whut must take place in the next 
generation, for without a chemical 
analysis no “heraldry Harvey’ could 
eyer succeed in finding the consanguine- 
ous circulation, to say nothing of the 
collateral. ‘‘ As it now is, it seems like 
half the children in the city are related 
in some way or another to the Kimballs, 


the Pratts or the Youngs, and many of 


them to all three.” Among my aequain- 
tances is a middle-aged lady living just 
over .the Jordan river, who was the 
widow of an apostate who died in Cali- 


fornia, but.is now the third wife of a 


Mormon. ‘The brother of her first 
husband, now living here is is also an 
apostate anda personal friend of mine. 
The lady hasa handsome daughter now 
seventeen years old, the offspring of 
her first husband and the neice of my 
friend. 

The lady is kind-hearted and hospi- 
table and in company with my friend I 
enjoy a visit at her house very much, as 
long as we can avoid the subject of 
Mormonism. Lately this lady’s husband 
has proposed in form for her daughter 
to marry him, and I can see that it is 
the strongest trial the mother’s faith has 
had, but such is her devotion to the 
doctrine that she has given her consent 
“if Brother Brigham says it is the will 
of the Lord.” The daughter, however, 
assures her uncle that she “ will die be- 
fore she will marry him, or any other 
Mormon.” For the sake of peace she 
says nothing at home, but declares her 
intention to run away rather than sub- 
mit. The mother, like many others, 
says she “ would rather see her daugh- 
ter in the coffin than married to a Gen- 
tile, for that would be her eternal ruin 
for both worlds.” All, however, are not 
so zealous on this subject, and there is 

uite a number of Mormon women who 
think that a mistake has been made 
somehow, that polygamy is not of. the 
Lord, that it is not true Mormonism, 
ete. Those who believe in it spenk of 
it as ‘‘a great cross, laid upon them in 
this world for their exaltation in the 
next,”’ etc. 

Many persons here have told me that 
they often heard Brigham Young say, in 
a public sermon, that “the day would 
come when brothers would marry their 
sisters, in order to raise up a pure priest- 
hood.” One man, an apostate, offered 
to make affidavit te that statement, if I 
desired it. 

Time would fail me to tell of the 
eases of misery brought to my notice, 
resulting from the neglect with which 
the first wife is too often treated. The 
Mormons claim that an equal love is 
shown to all the wives, and that the 
women are satisfied with this affection. 
But that this is not and never can be 
the case, I need say to no one who has 
the slightest knowledge of the female 
heart. That polygamy sanctifies the 
affections or that it improves the physi- 
eal standing of the races is the wildest 
notion that ever entered the brain of a 
fanatic. 

This city already shows its bad effect 
on the offspring. The site is 4400 feet 
above the level of the sea, in a dry and 
bracing climate, equally free from ex- 
tremes of heat and cold, and conse- 
quently it should be one of healthiest 
cities in the world. Exactly the reverse 
is the fact. The death rate Of all ages, 
is a little more than twice that of the 
State of Uregon, and greater than that 
of New York or New Orleans. When 
we come to children the disparity is still 
more frightful. By actual statistics it 
is shown that the mortality among chil- 
dren is greater in Salt Lake City than 
any other in America, except New 
Orleans, and the death rate of Utah is 
only exceeded by that of Louisiana. 
The Mormons have greatly exaggerated. 
the population of this place, which 
really contains a little less than 18000 
souls, and in this small number the 
sexton’s report for October last, the 
healthiest month in the year, gives the 
interments at sixty, of which forty-four 
were children. Last year

Apocalypse of Raw Sugar. 


From the New York Sun.) 

Last night we saw the hiddén wonders 
of raw sugar as they were revealed to 
us by a microscope of uncommon power 
and great detective ability, which will 
forever set us against all'sweets in that 
form with an intensity of horror, such as 
no man can conceive who has not been 
behind-the scenes. We saw the living 
hell itself, however, in less than a quar- 
ter of an ounce of raw sugar. There 
were myriads, apparently, of horrible 


the appearance of crabs. Four dread- 
ful legs, with claw-pjncers at the end of 
them, jointed in four parts as with 
armor, and bristling with sharp-pointed 
spars, were in front of the monster, and 
his head was a long pyramidal form 
in two joints, with five finger tips at the 
terminus where the mouth ought to have 
been.

It has been’ proved that in cvery pound 
of unrefined, raw sugar, there are 100,000 
of these acari. In 15 grains weight, 
Dr. Hassall of London, found 100 of 
these insects; and Dr. Barker, of the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Ireland, 
found 1400 in 45 grains weight, or 268,- 
000 in a pound. | 

Worse still, asa matter of sxsthetics, 
this is the very same insect that bores 
into the skin of its victims in Scotch 
beds, and treats them to a taste of the 
“Scotch fiddle,” alias the itch.

A great many years ago, it says, two 
men knocked at the door of the convent 
and asked to speak with the superior. 
The interview was granted and the two 
men remained with him several hours. 
One of them left the same day, leaving 
in the hands of the superior a sealed 
‘casket, with the promise that it would 
not be opened till after the death of his 
companion who remained, and who soon 
after entered the order of the Trappists.

Warmth from the Stars. 


From the London Daily News.) 

It would scarcely be thought by most 
persons (says our contemporary), that 
the stars supply the earth with 4 appre- 
ciable amount of heat. Even on the 
darkest and clearest night, when the 
whole heavens seem lit up by a multi- 
tude of sparkling orbs, the idea of heat 
is not suggested by their splendor. It 
will, therefore, seem surprising to many 
that "men of science should assign no 
inconsiderable portion of our terrestrial 
heat supply to those distant twinkling 
lamps. It is not many years since Pro- 
fessor Hopkins, of Cambridge, went even 
farther, and expressed his belief that if 
the earth’s atmosphere were but increased 
some 13,000 yards in hight, so as to 
have an increased power of retaining the 
warmth poured upon it from outer space, 
we might do without the sun altogether, 
so far as heat supply is concerned. As 
a glass-house collects the sun’s heat and 
renders it available during the time that 
the sun is below the horizon, so he held 
that the additional layer of air would 
serve to garner the warmth of the stars 
in quantities sufficient for all of our 
requirements. But until lately all these 
views, however plausible they might 
have seemed, had not been founded upon 
facts actually observed. Jt has been 
reserved for these days in which discove- 
ries of the most unexpected kind are 
daily rewarding the labors of our physic- 
ists to see that established as a certainty 
which had before been founded merely 
on considerations of probability. Mr. 

uggins, the physicist and astronomer, 
has just published the results of a series 
of inquiries addressed to the actual 
measurement of the heat which we 
receive from the leading brilliants of 
the nocturnal sky. The instrument called 
the galvanometer, whieh has been made 
more or less familiar to many of us by 
the researches and lectures of Mr. Ty.n- 
dall, was made use of by Mr. Huggins in 
these investigations, The instrument 
was fixed by Mr. Huggins’ large refrac- 
tor, so that the image of a star formed 
by the &-ineh object glass might: fal! 
upon the sarface of the thermopile. It 
will giye some token of the care required 
in researches of the sort to mention that 
the apparatus had to be left attached to 
the telescope for hours, sometimes for 
days, until the needle, whose motion 
marks the action of the heat, had come 
to perfect rest. When the time came for 
making an observation, the shutter of 
the dome which covers the telescope was 
opened, and the telescope was turned 
upon a part of the sky near to some 
bright star, but not actually under the 
star. Then the needle was watched to 
determine whether the change of posi- 
tion had produced any effect. If in four 
or five minutes no sigas of change were 
shown, the telescope was moved the 
small distance necessary to bring the 
image of the star directly on the face of 
the pole. Almost always the needle 
began to move as soon as the image of 
the star fell upon it. The telescope was 
then moved slightly away again from 
the star; the needle was then seen to 
return to its place. In this way from 
twelve to twenty observations would be 
made upon the same star, so that po 
doubt might remain as to the motion 
being really due to the star's heat. In 
this way it was found that the bright 
Arcturus moved the needle three degrees 
in about a quarter of an hour. So did 
Regulus, the leading brilliant of Leo, 
the constellation at present adorned by. 
the splendor of ruddy Mars. Pollux 
gave a deflection of one degree and a 
half; but, singularly enough, his twin 
brother, Castor, sindieed no effect at all 
upon the needle. The splendid Sirius 
gave a deflection of only two degrees ; 
but as this star is always low down, and 
so shines through a greater’ proportion 
of the denser atmospheric strata, it is 
not surprising that its best should not 
be proportioned to its brillianey.

In tea or coffee we obtaim’certain ad- 
vantages for furthering the performance 
of mental or bodily functions, for ward: 
ing off outward disturbing influences on 
the state of our health ; in short, for the 
preservation of a normal equilibrium 
which is not exactly to be defined. If 
these drinks had not such effect, we 
would soon tire of their enjoyment. 

To these stimulants belong the extract 
of meat, which is nothing else. but a 
concentrated meat broth, of the consis- 
tency of treacle. Hegde | 

The meat broth contains thosé parts 
of the meat which can be extracted by 
}means of water, hence the’ name, “ ex- 
tractive substances of meat. ‘Phesé are 
combustible and incombustible sub- 
stances. The latter are phosphates, to 
be found also in tea and edffee: The 
greater mass of the eombustible sub- 
stances consists of very  nitrogenic 
uncrystallizable substances, the nature 
of which has not yet been diseovered ; 
also, of three erystallizable substances— 
creatine, creatinine, and sarcine—of 
which the latter two belong to the same 
class of combinations as caffein, This is 
the remarkable elass of the alkaloide 
which includes the most effective medi- 
cines, such as. morphine and quinine; 
and the most fearful poisons, such as 
strychnine, coniin, made from hemlock, 
nicotid, and others. In its composition 
eaffein is nearest related to the creatinine 
of meat broth. None of the extractive 
substances of meat are-to be found in 
vegetable food; they are the products’ 
of the animal body. 

In China and Japan there is no cattle- 
breeding; all the land fit for tillage is 
exclusively devoted to producing food 
for man. The Japanese and the major- 
ity of the Chinese are forbidden by their 
religion to eat meat; the same with the 
Sintoos, in Japan, and the worshippers 
of Buddha. We know that the milk 
sold in the streets of Canton is woman's 
milk, and is employed for the sick, Ia 
many lands of the torrid zone,’as in 
Western Africa, no cattle can be bred 


dry season all the grass disappears, and 
to make hay duripg the rainy season is 
impossible. | 

If we codsider that tea, coffee, and the 
guru nut all come from lands where meat 
is one of the rare enjoyments of the 
population, we are lead to believe that 
the value of these stimulants consists ip 
their being a substitute for meat broth, 
and in partly replacing its effects. The 
fact that the English, Dutch, and North’ 
Americans, who are the greatest meat 
consumers, also drink the most tea, is 
not an argument against this opinion; 
for they use also the largest amount of 
extract of meat, and Great Britain alone 
takes one-third of all ‘the quantity 
exported from South America. 

By roasting coffee too much, the effects 
which it has, in common with tea, are 
essentially diminished. The caffein 
evaporates, and, in- the berries left 
behind, one has a quantity of acorehed. 
substances, which in their effect on the 
organization may be replaced by roasting 
other vegetable substances, such as 
chicory roots, figs, ete. 

It deserves notice that a decoction of 
pekoe or souchong tea always contains a 
certain quantity of iron and manganese 
peculiarly combined, and strong tea 
about as much as a weak chalybeate. 

The particular value of meat broth as 
a stimulant is shown, when we compare, 


according to their component parts, 
bread or flour with meat.. 
Flour—Albuminate, heating matter 
(starch), and nutritive salts. 
Meat—Albuminate, heating water, 
(fat), nutritive salts, and extractive 
substances. 


Meat, accordingly, is distinguished 
from bread and vegetable food by its 
containing a number of remarkable sub- 
stances, which are here comprised in the 
name ‘extractive substances.” If b 
soaking or boiling meat the water drew 
out these extractive substances only, its 
nutritive value would not be less than 
before; but the water extracts.from the 
meat the greater part of the soluble nu- 
tritive saits, and it is this, and not the 
removal of the extractive substance, 
which is the reason why the meat residue 
has no further natritive worth. We 
may assume that, by adding the missing 
nutritive salts, the said residue will 
regain the original nutritive value, but 
it will be no other than belongs to 
-bread, 

Meat food, as was said, possesses, 
besides the nutritive worth which it has 
in common with bread, in certain condi- 
tions an advantage over it, on account of 
the greater digestibility of the meat 
albuminates, and their quicker transmis- 
sion into the circulation of the blood. 
But in this respect milk and cheese are 
not behind meat food. The latter; more- 
over, has another quite peculiar effect on 
the nervous system, which we denote by 
the words “tension,” “tone;” and that 
this is produced by the extractive sub- 
stances cannot be doubted. 3

* Among the uoble families of France 
there is none of more ancient nobiexse 
than that of the Craons.

sian spirit rapper, well known in Paris, 
Baron Guldenstubbe his sister. 
They are not adventurers like most of 
the spirit rapping brotherhood, but pro- 
pound the most extraordinary doctriucs 
respecting the communication between 
the spirits of the dead and the senses of 
the living—a communication which 
takes place in hieroglyphics which no 
}one but the baron is able to decipher. 
The family of the Princess Tsabeau ad- 
judged her to be mad, and thinking that 
the company of the Guldenstubbes must 
| increase ‘her insanity, and’ perhaps 
doubting the disinterestedness of these 
spirit rapping intentions, made every 
effort to induce her to break off the con- 
nection. 

Prince Louis went with his pistol to 
| try and frighten the spirit rapping Rus- 
sian into leaving his sister alone, but 
failed ; and it-was on his retara from that 
sinister dwelling thatte perished in ihe 
| tragic way stated above. The family 
then sought to have the Princess Tsa- 
beau “ placed under interdict,” atid a 
curator appointed to take “care of her 
| property. <A decision to that effect was 
taken by the Conseil de Famille (an in- 
stitution which some recent occurrence 
ought to recommend for adoption in 
Kngland.) The Princess first took to 
flight so as to prevent the . possibility of 
an inquiry into the state of her mind by 
the faculty, and appealed from «the 
decision of the Conseil de Famiille to the 
civil tribunal.

Some Scraps of History Hitherto 
Unwritten. 


A correspondent of the British Mail 
writing from the Sweetwater (Wyoming) 
mining district, gives the following 
amusing accounts of his interview with 
an exile of Scotia: 

Among the choice spirits of the camp, 
I remember one little fellow of dimina- 
tive stature but genial temper who hailed 
from Caledonia, and who had something 
in his manner remotely suggestive of 
Mr. Simon Tappertit. Youn him, as an 
authority on matters connected with 
Scottish history, [ learned some aston- 
ishing facts touching the present Queen 
of England and the venerable iron 
crown. The following incident has pro- 
bably been omitted by Victoria in her 
memoirs, and | am happy to be able to 
supply it. The ancient iron crown was 
taken, as everybody knows (so at. least 
said my historian,) by Sir William 
_. Wallace, from one of the Pharaohs, 
during the Egyptian wars. This may 
seem a surprising fact to many a student 
of history, but so it was. Moreover, 
this Wallace, who was a patriotic in- 
dividual, guarded this crown sacred! 
for years, and kept it hidden in a well, 
but afterward restored it to Robert 

Bruce, at the time he extricated the lat- 
ter from some difficulty. Probably this 
may have been after the champion’s own 
head was stuck on London bridge—but 
never mind that. According.to the an- 
cient legends, the crown was never, 
never to pass into the hands of the 
foreigner, for if it should ever press the 
brow of an Knglish king the consequen- 
ces thereof, in virtue of a treaty, would 
be—would be something, dreadfully 
calamitous to poor old Scotland. Her 
rights would be annibilated forever, and 
the English king would acqnire unlim- 
ited sway. Well, this crown being now 
in possession of the Duke of Hamilton, 
the present Queen of England cast an 
eye upon it when she paid a visit to his 
_ castle, and.in the simplicity of her heart, 
she requested the ancient seneschal to 
hand it to her that she might put it on 
her head. The hoary warden complied, 
and her Majesty was about to place the 
crown upon her brows. But the Duke 
drew his sword, and said, “ Victoria, 
Queen, lay down that crown.’ And the 
Queen looked up in wonder, and said 
“My Duke of Hamilton, what meaneth 
this?” But the Duke only repeated in 
astern Victoria, Queen, lay 
down that crowu.’’ And again, the 
Queen said, “My Dake of Hamilton, 
what meaneth this?” And then the 
ancient seneschal suddenly remembered 
the ancient legend’ and the treaty, and 
plucked the iron crown from the Royal 
hand. And once more the Queen said, 
‘*My Duke of Hamilton, what meaneth 
this ?”. To which the patriotic Duke 
replied :.“ Victoria, Queen, had you put 
that crown upon your head, your head 
would have danced upon that pavement 
in your blood.” And the Queen was so 
terribly scared that she quite forgot to 
enter the circumstance in her diary. 

Thus, one can study the Scottish his- 

tory to advantage in the mountains.

The Laryagoscope, 


From the Boston Journal of Chemistry. | 
Diseased conditions have been dis- 
slosed which were unknown before, or 
mistaken for other abnormalities, and 
which hitherto were allowed torun un- 
thecked. The old method of swabbing 
he throat in the dark, by guess, so 
much like the process of cleaning out a 
chimney, is now in disrepute; while in 
its place is adopted a scientific and exact 
application of remedies to the seat of the 
disease, under sight, and nowhere else. 
The physician treats the affections with 
more confidence, as he can watch the 
progress of the disease, see the effect of 
applications, and determine with definite- 
ness the pathological condition. 

‘‘No one who has a serious affection 
of the throat ought to allow it to go on 
without giving himself the benefits of a 
thorough examination with the laryngo- 
scope. It is estimated that fifty per 
cent. of all the cases can be examined 
by an intelligent and careful manipulator. 
The remaining fifty per cent. require 
experienced and skillful hands, a small 
proportion being entirely beyond the 
abilities of any one. The difficulties are 
mainly subjective, and arise from 
irritability, and involuntary movements 
of the tongue, which has always had the 
bad reputation of being an ‘unruly 
member.’ 

“To illustrate. the value of one 
laryngoscope, we will relate a single 
case: ‘Some five years since, a young 
lady of this state became hoarse while 
teaching school, and finally lost her 
voice entirely. She consulted a number 
of eminent physicians, who, without 
the laryngoscope, made their diagnosis 
and began their treatment, without any 
good results. She went from one to 
another, till the last consulted employed 
the laryngoscope. This revealed the 
cause of the loss of voice to consist in a 
large tumor growing in the larynx, and 
arising from the vocal cords. It was so 
extensive that it became necessary to 
remove it by cutting into the larynx 
from the outside. This was successfully 
done ; and now, at the expiration of two 
years and a half of time, the lady is 
alive and in the constant enjoyment of

the use of her voice.’”’ 


Photographing by Night. 

This experiment has just been made 
successfully in St. Louis. A_ writer 
gives the following description of the 
modus operandi ; On entering the room 
we noticed a sort of miniature Turkish 
dome standing on the floor, about six 
feet high, five feet wide, and six and a 
half feet long. In front of this stood a 
camera, and within a chair and steadying 
apparatus. Near the top and at the 
left-hand front of this structure was a 
clock-lamp for the burning and feeding 
the magnesium wire that furnished the 
light for the art-purposes required in 
photography. Ina moment Fitzgibbon 
and his assistants announced that a plate 
| was ready, and invited one of the com- 
pany to sit for his photograph. He 
‘entered the rear of the mosque-shaped 
structure, seated himself, the camera 
was adjusted, a match applied to the 
magnesium wire, and a beautiful and 
brilliant light resulted, which in one-half 
a minute produced as fine a picture of 
the sitter as was ever seen by daylight. 
The result was perfect, and the novelty 
of having one’s picture taken by night 
will draw crowds to Fitzgibbon’s as soon 
as he opens to the public, which will be 
on Monday next. But novelty is not 
the only idea in this wonderful process. 
Its artificial light for photographic pur- 
poses is fully equal to sunlight in the 
best hours of the day, and makes it pos- 
sible to do the best of work at late 
hours in the afternoon, as well as on 
rainy and cloudy days, when the sun is 
hidden. The same light will also print 
from the negative plate as well as by 
day, and hence an evening sitter who 
may be in haste, can have packages of 
photograph cards all ready by the morn- 
ing. It is exquisitely adapted for parlor 
and sick room pictures, which have 
heretofore been next to impossible. The 
darkest recess in the darkest cellar may 
be thus photographed as well as under 
the most fortunate circumstances with 
natural light. It isa marvel of progres- 
sive art, and as useful as it is wonderful. 


The American of the Period. 


The Round Table, in an article on 
social amusements, deplores the fast and 
fierce manner in which Americans try 
to enjoy themselves. It holds that the 
habit of work has grown upon the 
average American so that he carries it 
into his play ; he takes what he calls his 
enjoyment in hasty gulps, as he devours 
his dinner; he transfers himself from 
one phase of excitement to another, 
“and care, swifter than the Hamble- 
tonian, sits beside him in his jaunty road 
wagon and occupies the vacant seat in 
his box. While Kellogg is executing 
her most enchanting flourishes he is 
thinking of the price of stocks, and ail 
the ce Sand glories of Central Park are 
theaningless and blank to the eyes that 
search only for that error in the balance 
sheet. The value of repose he is utterly 
unable to understand, and his pastime is 
only a change in the form of his labor. 
Whatever he does he does with all his 
might; he plays the piano like an ani- 
mated trip-hammer, and he dances like 
atornado.” It is complained that the 
dance is our principal social amusement, 
and that this is the least sociable of pas- 
times. During the gyrations of a waltz 
connected conversation is quite impos- 
sible, and between waltzes one is too 
busy securing new partners or getting 
rid ot old ones to think of talking to all. 
It is further said, with great truth, that 
two young people mo have a dancing 
acquaintance of several seasons who have 
scarcely exchanged a dozen sentences, 
and really know each other not at all 
for all their frequent meeting. Conver- 
sation is becoming a lost art with us, 
and the writer urges the introduction of 
the serener pleasures of the continental 
conversazione, under some less formidable 
name, or eyen the mild joys of the 
almost forgotten tea party.

The price 
of gold must, therefore, depend very ma- 
terially upon the extent to which for-

rebate of six per cent. Such an induce- 
ment weuld occurin the event of gold 
becoming scarce asto command 
high rate of interest; or again, in the 
event of the price advancing toa point 
above what would seem probabie about 
the Istof July, ian which case the cou- 
pons would be presented and the gold 
thrown on the market. Io this view, the 
offer of the Secretary of the Treasury 
has @ very direct tendency to hold auy 
upward tendency of the premium in 
check, and will be quite likely to defeat 
the attempt usualiy made in the spring 
to compel mercantile borrowers of gold 
to pay high rates of interest. The new 
phase of the Alabama claims is a matter 
which may yet havea very important 
bearing upon the gold premium, and the 
reception at London of the Sanate’s re- 
jection of the Johnson-Clarendon proto- 
col is therefore watched with much 
interest. |

We present the evidence and decision 
in the matter of the sinking of the 
steamer G. A. Thompson, in the Ar- 
kansas river on the 9-hinst. It will be 
seen that the Iaspectors entirely exon- 
erate Mr. Levy, the piloton watch at 
the time, as well as Capt. Frazier : 

Evidence of Leon F. Levy —As the 
steamer G. A. Thompson was ascending 
the Arkansas river on tbe night of April 
9th, Icame on watch at 12 p.m; soon 
after coming on wateh a plug biew out 
of the supply pipe, and we were com- 
pelled to land the boat at the foot of Red 
Biuff to replace it ; the carpenter got up 
or was called to make a new plug; Capt. 
J. A. Frazier was also aroused by the 
boat making an unusual landing; the 
accident was soon repaired, and after the 
boat got under way again the Captain 
and carpenter came up into the pilot 
house; the accident spoken of above was 
the cause of the Captain and carpenter 
being up at that time of night; the first 
part of the night was somewhat smoky ; 
not too much so, however, to make it 
unsafe to run. But at the time of the 
sinking, the night was c ear, and I con- 
sidered i¢ a very good night for running, 
with a good stage of water in the river. 
Every man was on duty that should 
have been there. The obstraction on 
which the boat struck and suok was un- 
known to me. I was not ranning the 
bar as close as [ should doin dayiight. 
[The boat sunk in about twelve feet 
water. There was & large lot of lime 
stored in the deckroom. The water came 
about valf way up the barrele; the lime 
slacked and ignited and the upper part 
of the boat was soon on fire. There was 
one good sk ff and a life-boat on board, 
belonging to the boat, and two 
skiffs that had been shipped as 
freight, which would have saved s11 on 
board if the deck crew and passengers 
had not become so excited. A rush was

made for the \life-boat, and _ it 
was turned over, or thera would 
not have been a life iost. There 


was not one drop of liquor drank 
in the pilot house on the night of the 
sinking, to my knowledge, and no such 
charge would ever have been thought 0’, 
if it had not been stated by a passenger 
who was too much frightened to know 
what he was about, Capt. J. A. Frazier 
did all to save the passengers.and crew 
that any man could do under the circum- 
stances. He the votil 
i to to atay any longer. 

was LEONE. LYVY, 
Evidence of Capt. Blaisdell and other 
Pilots.—Capt. Blaisdell, who is an old 
Arkaneas river pilot, and many other 
good pilots, all concur in the statement 
that the night was a very good one for 
running; that the b>at was in her proper 
place at the then existing stage of water ; 
and that the obstruction is one not known 
to pilots. 
Tbe U. 8 Local Inspectors are of the 
opinion that this is one of the many un- 
avoidable accidents of the river, and 
that the obstruction is an unseen and 
uokpnown one to pilots, and _ that 
the loss of life was occasioned dy 
circumstances that came after sinking, 
and could not be foreseen or avoided.
